PART  VI. 
THE  SPIRIT  OF  CANADA  AND  THE  GREAT   WAR.* 


In  the  great  conflict  which  has  involved  the  whole  Empire, 
Canada  has  taken  her  share  manfully  and  with  right  good 
will.  This  is  not  to  say  that  Canadians  have  done  more 
than  they  ought  to  have  done  in  the  common  cause  for 
which  all  are  fighting.  Canada  makes  no  claim  to  have 
done  anything  but  her  duty  as  a  Dominion  of  the  Empire, 
and  her  people,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  have  taken  their 
individual  responsibilities  as  a  matter  of  course,  for  are  they 
not  all  citizens  of  the  Empire  ? 

During  those  terrible  days  at  the  end  of  July  and  the 
beginning  of  August  last  year  there  was  (besides  the  prayer 
that  war  might  be  averted)  one  all-engrossing  thought  in 
the  minds  of  many  Canadians  then  in  England — "Would 
that  Canada  be  the  first  to  offer  help  ;  and  that  she  act 
quickly  !  "  There  was  no  doubt  that  hearts  were  loyal, 
but  how  difficult  it  might  be  for  the  people  throughout  the 
vast  Dominion  to  understand  how  critical  and  immediate 
was  the  European  situation.  The  swiftness  of  the  response, 
the  quick  grasp  of  the  situation,  the  assurance  of  loyal, 
warm  co-operation  and  material  support  from  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  brought  confidence  to  English  hearts,  for  it  was 
recognised  as  the  forerunner  of  the  support  of  the  whole 
Empire.  It  was  this  immediate  shouldering  of  a  common 
burden  that  evoked  the  enthusiastic  appreciation  of  the 
English  for  their  Canadian  cousins,  an  appreciation  that 
has  been  strengthened  and  heightened  in  these  latter  days 
since  the  Canadians  have  nobly  undergone  their  baptism  of 
fire  and  given  up  their  lives  for  their  Mother  Country. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  consider  what  Canada  has  actually 
done  for  the  common  cause.  The  first  contingent  of  the 
Canadian  Expeditionary  Force  numbers  some  31,200 
officers  and  men,  in  addition  to  which  a  regiment  of  1,000 
strong  has  been  sent  to  Bermuda  for  garrison  duty.  The 
forces  engaged  in  garrison  and  outpost  duty  in  Canada 
number  about  8,000  men,  and  those  in  training  about 
50,000.  The  second  contingent  brings  the  total  up  to 
108,000  men. 

With  regard  to  cost.  The  Dominion  Parliament  voted  a 
war  appropriation  of  $50,000,000,  the  Prime  Minister 
stating  that  the  actual  cost  of  equipping  a  force  and  main- 
taining it  for  one  year  was  estimated  at  about  $1,000  per 
man.  Besides  equipping  the  troops  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment put  at  the  Empire's  disposal  field  and  machine 
guns,  two  submarines  costing  over  a  million,  and  H.M. 
cruisers  "  Mile  "  and  "  Rainbow." 

The  personnel  of  this  first  contingent  is  of  peculiar  in- 
terest  to   Canadians   as   showing   that    the   pioneers   who

"  made  good  "  in  Canada  have  had  a  race  of  sons  as  sturdy 
as  themselves,  and  that,  scattered  as  some  of  these  sons 
were  when  war  broke  out,  they  came  back  to  their  old  home 
town  to  enlist  with  their  comrades  of  earlier  years.     (Inci- 
dentally this  shows  how  sound  is  the  principle  of  the  "  pals  " 
battalions.)     Each  regiment  of  this  first  contingent  recalls 
wonderful  memories  to  the  Canadian.     The  names  of  those 
serving  in  the  Ontario   Regiment   recall  the  founders  of 
Hamilton,  Kingston,  Ottawa  and  the  older  towns  of  the 
East  ;    the  Toronto  Regiment  contains  the  names  of  lads 
whose  fathers,  then  mere  boys  themselves,  volunteered  to  a 
man  to  put  down  the  Red  Indian  Rebellion,  which  cost, 
alas !    the  blood  of  some  of  the  bravest  and  best.     The 
2nd   Infantry   Brigade,    the    "  Western   Canada,"    has   an 
atmosphere   of   its   own,    breezy,    enthusiastic,    bold,    and 
numbers  among  its  chaplains  the  beloved  name  of  "  Ralph 
Connor.'      The  British  Columbia  Brigade  contains  men  in 
every    walk   of    life— lawyers,    doctors,    clerks,    stockmen, 
ranchers,    traders,    fishermen,    carriers,    farmers,   cowboys, 
bankers,    business   men,    labourers,    lumbermen,    teachers, 
miners,  and,  like  the  "  Sportsmen,"  all  are  as  hard  as  nails. 
The    North  West    Mounted    Police,    by    all    consent    the 
finest  body  of  men  in  constabulary  ranks,  has  contributed 
its  share,  and  one  member,  Michael  O'Leary,  has  already 
gained  the  V.C.     The  Scotch,  who  have  played  so  large  a 
part  in  the  development  of  Canada,  are  well  represented  in 
the  First  Contingent,  and  include  many  men  of  distinction 
in  literature.     French  names,  reminiscent  of  early  Canadian 
history,  figure  in  the  lists  of  the  Quebec  brigade,  and  none 
are  more  loyal  to  the  Empire  than  these  descendants  of  the 
old  seigneurs,  voyageurs,  coureurs  du  bois,  portageurs,  who 
yet  carry  on  the  traditions  of  old  France.     And  not   to 
forget  the  now  famous  Princess  Patricia's  Light  Cavalry, 
old  and  tried  men,  who  have  all  seen  active  service,  for 
whom  the  charming  and  beloved  Princess  herself  worked  the 
regimental  colours.     It  is  indeed  impossible  to  mention  all 
the  regiments  of  the  First  Contingent,  or  to  give  in  detail 
particulars  of  their  splendid  equipment.     As  the  "  Times  " 
said  :    "  There  has  been  nothing  in  England  since  the  Con- 
quest like  the  landing  of  the  Canadian  contingent,  booted, 
spurred,  equipped,  complete,  cap-a-pie,  armed  and  ready." 
In  addition  to  the  men  serving  in  these  contingents  there 
are  many  Canadians  in  the  British  Expeditionary  Forces, 
men  who  came  over  to  England  to  enlist  individually  ; 
hundreds  of  Canadians  are  in   the  Navy,   and  Canadian 
medical  men  are  doing  splendid  work  both  here  and  at  the 
front.     Men  of  reputation  and  position  have  indeed  offered 
their  services  in  any  capacity  so  long  as  they  might  serve 
the  Empire. 

The  earliest  gift  in  kind  that  Canada  offered,  perhaps, 
touched  a  more  responsive  chord  in  England  than  any  later 
gift.  This  was  the  two  million  bags  of  flour  sent  two  days 
alter  war  was  declared.  The  gift  was  so  spontaneous,  and 
proved  later  of  so  great  use  in  steadying  prices,  that  it  will 
always  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance.  For  weeks  after- 
wards came  a  steady  stream  of  offers,  so  numerous  that  it 
is  quite  impossible  to  do  more  than  mention  a  few.  The 
Dominion  Government  sent  large  sums  of  money  to  the 
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Belgian  Relief  Fund  and  to  the  Canadians  in  France,  and 
each  Provincial  Government  contributed  Lavishly  in  one 
form  or  another  to  the  various  fund 

To  parti,  ularise  it  may  be  noted  that  Ouebec  contributed 
.(,"110,000  lb.  weight  of  cheese;  Ontario  250,000  bags  oi 
flour,  together  with  oat-,  potatoes,  apples,  and  other  fruits  ; 
the  Province  of  Alberta  500,000  bushels  of  oats;  British 
Columbia  25,000  cases  of  canned  salmon  ;  New  Brunswick 
100,000  bushels  oi  potatoes  ;  Nova  Scotia  $100,000  in  com- 
mutation ot  a  gift  of  100, < tons  of  coal  ;   Prince  Edward's 

Inland  100,,  ,00  bushels  oi  oats,  with  gifts  of  cheese  and  hay  ; 
Saskatchewan  15,000  horses,  value  $250,000,  and,  what  is 
very  remarkable,  an  imitation  was  sent  out  to  each  farmer 
in  the  territory  to  raise  an  extra  area  of  wheat  in  1915  for 
presentation  to  his  Majesty's  Government. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  self-imposed 
tax  of  5  per  cent,  on  salaries  up  to  $1,500,  and  10 
pet  cent,  on  those  over  that  amount,  gladly  given 
l.\  ill  members  of  the  Civil  Service  of  Alberta,  surely 
a  most  public  spirited  action  by  a  body  of  men  and 
women  none  too  well  paid.  The  Canadian  women  in  a 
bo.lv  sent  through  H.R.H.  the  Duchess  of  Connaught 
$300,000  lor  motor  ambulances  for  France,  and  for  a  naval 
hospital  at  Haslar  to  contain  100  beds.  This  represents  but 
a  little  of  what  the  women  of  Canada  are  doing.  Every 
organisation  is  working  at  full  pressure;  some,  like  the 
Women's  Institutes,  are  dealing  with  the  very  important 
question  of  the  production  and  preservation  of  the  food 
supply  ;  others  are  engaged  in  relief  work,  for  Canada  feels 
it  her  duty  to  look  after  the  dependents  of  those  who  are 
willing,  if  need  be.  to  sacrifice  their  lives  for  the  Empire. 
The  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  has  sent  over  large  sums  of 
money  to  the  parent  society,  as  well  as  a  contingent  of 
nurses,  medical  officers  and  all  necessary  equipment. 

This  is  no  attempt  to  give  a  complete  list  of  Canada's 
contributions,  and  even  had  it  been  it  would  be  by  no  means 
the  measure  of  Canada's  loyalty.  There  is  much  more  than 
mere  practical  benevolence  to  be  reckoned  with,  for  it  is 
the  spirit  that  underlies  this  generosity  that  is  of  even  more 
value  than  the  gifts  themselves. 

Whence,  then,  this  outburst  of  loyaltv  ?  What  led  up  to 
it,  and  how  long  will  it  last  ?  The  first  question  is  easy  to 
answer.  It  came  straight  from  the  hearts  of  the  men  and 
women  and  children  of  Canada,  and  it  came  because  there 
is  that  within  them  which  none  can  discover  who  seek  it 
coldly.  It  i-  that  which  defies  analysis;  the  German 
Emperor  through  all  his  spies  never  discovered  its  existence. 
It  is  the  soul  of  the  people  of  Canada  which  has  thus  re- 
vealed itself  in  the  patriot's  zeal  and  the  eager  rush  of  offers 
of  service,  of  goods,  of  life  itself;  the  gifts  were  but  tin- 
natural  expression  of  the  fixing  force  within. 

What  led  up  to  the  outburst  oi  loyalty?  Why  is  Canada 
loyal  to  the  British  connection?  Loyalty  to  the  Mother 
land  and  loyalty  to  the  idea  of  Empire  are  two  differ,  nt 
things.  Into  the  first  many  factors  may  enter— old  race 
and  tribal  instinct,  common  language  or  religion,  family 
ties,  the  sense  of  community  life,  and,  not  least,  union  for 
defensive  purposes  against  a  common  foe.     In  Canada  race 


instinct  is  only  a  factor  in  part,  sin<  e  within  its  borders  are 
men  of  man  v  races.  Canada  ha-  not  one  common  language, 
for  there  arc  two  official  languages  ;  there  is  no  common 
religion.  Vet,  as  is  well  known,  the  greal  predominating 
race  imbued  the  new  colonist-  with  lovi  and  respect  for 
British  Institutions,  which  latter  feeling  was  so  strong 
among  French  Canadians  thai  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
American  War  of  Independence,  when  the  revolting  colon- 
ists begged  them  to  come  in  with  them,  thi  5  r<  plied  that  they 
had  religious  and  civil  freedom  under  British  rule,  and  this 
might  not  continue  in  New  England. 

Thi'  lust  stilling  oi  the  common  Soul  of  Canada  may  well 
have  been  when  two  greal  men  died  on  the  Plains  of 
Abraham  each  lighting  for  an  ideal  oi  nationhood,  01  when 
frontier  fighting  revealed  the  brotherhood  in  Canada  of 
French  and  English,  of  trader  and  voyageur,  of  Indians 
and  trappers,  of  Jesuit  missionaries  and  fishermen  and 
farmers  and  coureurs  du  bois  from  the  great  beyond. 
What  matters  at  this  moment,  however,  is  that  this  loyalty 
to  the  land  of  their  adoption  was  as  strong  in  them  as  is 
that  of  the  native-born,  and  that  those  of  English  and 
French  descent  were  equally  ready  to  light  side  by  side  for 
Canada. 

Canada  went  through  difficult  political  times,  great 
constitutional  struggles  and  long  economic  depression 
in  early  years.  They  were  fixed  through,  and  a  nation 
emerged  strong  and  self-governing,  which,  as  its  ideas 
became  wider,  began  to  think  Imperially.  And  little  by 
little  ideas  of  Imperialism  began  to  be  focussed  ;  it  was  not 
only  loyalty  to  England,  not  alone  devotion  to  the  throne 
which  was  the  outcome,  but  also  a  reasoned  and  intelli- 
gent loyalty  to  the  idea  of  Empire  as  a  union  of  self- 
governing  brother  states,  an  Imperial  democracy,  a  con- 
ception of  union  and  strength  based  upon  the  widest 
liberty  and  a  full  understanding  of  one  another.  These 
ideas  permeated  slowly  and  did  not  begin  at  all  until 
Canada  had  a  federation  of  her  own,  and  even  then,  while 
bound  by  ties  of  love  and  interest  to  the  Motherland,  it  was 
many  years  before  this  feeling  of  Empire  loyalty  was  aroused 
among  the  whole  people.  No  one  can  doubt  that  it  is  there 
now,  helped  by  such  men  as  Lord  Lome,  Lord  Dufferin, 
Lord  Aberdeen,  Lord  Grey,  the  Duke  of  Connaught  and 
many  others,  all  men  with  wide  vision.  Thousands  of 
school  teachers,  too,  have  helped  to  teach  the  feeling  of 
Empire  and  loyalty  to  the  last  few  generations,  and  in 
addition  there  have  been  patriotic  nun  and  women  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  who,  through  various  Empire  societies, 
such  as  the  League  of  the  Empire,  have  worked  to  promote 
the  best  feeling  between  the  Dominion  and  the  Motherland. 

The  South  African  war,  too.  bound  us  all  indissolubly 
together  with  ties  of  sorrow  and  of  a  hope,  which  has  grandly 
been  fulfilled.  Then-  have  been  many  Canadian  statesmen, 
too,who  have  pointed  the  way  to  Imperialism  :  Sir  John  Mac- 
donald,  who  saw  Canada  united  with  bonds  of  steel,  and  who 
said  those  noble  words,  "  A  British  subje<  t  I  have  lived,  a 
British  subject  I  will  dii  "  ;  the  French  Canadian,  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier,  and  Lord  Strathcona,  who  well  repre- 
sented in  his  own  person  the  Canadian  Imperialist,  and  who 
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did  so  much  to  spread  Imperial  ideals  both  in  Canada  and 
this  country. 

Such  are  a  few  of  the  milestones  on  Canada's  journey 
Empireward.  Such  is  the  spirit  underlying  Canadian 
loyalty.  There  is  yet  plenty  of  work  for  Canada  and  the 
other  peoples  of  the  Empire  to  do,  but  first  of  all  they  must 
learn  to  know  one  another  better  even  than  now,  for 
only  with  perfect  knowledge  can  come  perfect  co-operation. 
Such  full  co-operation  must  be  established  for  all  time 
between  the  brother  nations,  so  that  the  Empire  be  main- 
tained in  times  of  peace  as  well  as  of  war  on  a  firm  and 
permanent  foundation.

Empire  Day  Service  in  St.  Paul's. 

Preparations  for  the  Empire  Day  Service  in  St.  Paul's 
Cathedral  are  now  complete,  and  the  Form  of  Service 
is  here  included.  The  Bishop  of  Pretoria  will  be  the 
preacher,  and  the  officiating  Canon  will  be  Canon  Alexander. 
The  musical  arrangements  have  been  undertaken  by  Sir 
George  Martin.  The  sixty-four  flags  of  the  Empire  will 
be  borne  this  year  by  a  unit  of  the  Boys'  Life  Brigade, 
and  will  start  from  the  Offices  of  the  League  of  the 
Empire,  28,  Buckingham-gate,  S.W.,  at  4.30  p.m.  The 
route  they  will  take  will  be  Buckingham-gate,  the  Mall, 
Strand,  Fleet-street  and  Ludgate-hill.  On  reaching  the 
Cathedral  they  will  enter  by  the  West  Door,  and  the 
bearers  of  the  Flags  will  take  up  their  position  on  each 
side  of  the  Choir,  the  Union  Jack  being  laid  upon  the 
Altar.  During  the  Blessing  the  sixty-four  flags  will  be 
grouped  before  the  Sanctuary  Step,  bearers  kneeling  on  one 
knee.  After  the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem  a  flag 
bearer  will  again  receive  the  Union  Jack  from  the  Officiating 
Canon  and  the  procession  of  the  flags  will  re-form  and  will 
leave  the  choir  before  the  Clergy  and  Choristers. 


The  special  significance  of  the  service  will  be  "  the  honour 
and  remembrance  of  great  men  and  of  those  now  giving 
their  lives  for  the  Empire."  An  Empire  Day  collection 
will  be  made  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  wounded  during 
the  present  war.  Empire  Day  gifts  may  be  sent  to  the 
League  for  this  purpose,  whether  as  personal  offerings  or  as 
children's  contributions  of  id.  and  upwards.  AH  such 
gifts  will  be  added  to  the  collection  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral, 
and  will  be  individually  acknowledged. 


Many,  maybe,  would  like  on  Empire  Day  to  offer  some 
special  gift  to  the  memory  of  those  who  have  served  their 
country  so  nobly  in  this  war.  To  relieve  the  sufferings  of 
their  comrades  is  perhaps  the  best  tribute  that  a  grateful 
heart  can  offer.  Although  the  League  has  done  something 
towards  this  end  yet  they  have  never  been  able  to  supply 
all  the  help  that  has  been  asked.     Empire  Day  gifts  there-

amongst  other  places,  at  the  Romford  County  School  foi 
Girls  and  the  Balham  High  School.  Members  willing  to 
speak  on  Imperial  subjects  are  invited  to  communicate 
with  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  League. 


The  League's  Work  for  the  War. 

Consequent  on  a  recent  appeal  published  in  the  "  Times  " 
the  League  has  been  enabled  to  send  a  large  number  of 
air-cushions  for  the  use  of  badly-wounded  soldiers  in  a 
British  Military  Hospital  in  France.  The  League  despatches 
free  of  cost  all  gifts  sent  to  the  Central  Offices,  and  the 
donors  of  these  cushions  will  be  glad  to  know  that  within  a 
few  days  of  receiving  them,  wounded  soldiers  in  France 
were  obtaining,  by  means  of  these  comforts,  some  slight 
alleviation  of  their  terrible  suffering.  The  committee 
desire  to  thank  those  who  so  promptly  responded  to  the 
appeal.  The  need  is  still  great,  and  further  supplies  of 
air-cushions,  as  well  as  of  socks,  shirts  (of  thin  material), 
pyjamas,  cigarettes,  sweets  (acid  drops,  chocolate,  pepp  1 
mints),  soap,  or  money  for  their  purchase,  are  as  much 
wanted  as  ever. 


In  response  to  a  desire  expressed  by  recent  helpers  to 
know  exactly  what  the  League  is  doing  for  the  war  we  re- 
peat the  list  of  Hospitals,  Regiments  and  Associations  to 
which  the  League  has  made  large  consignments  - lin- 
early autumn.  Many  Members  are  with  the  different  ser- 
vices in  France,  and  through  them  the  League  has  been  able 
definitely  to  ascertain  where  things  were  urgently  required 
and  where  the  supply  met  the  demand.  Acting  on  this 
first-hand  information  the  committee  has  used  all  gifts  and 
monies  to  the  best  advantage.  In  n  pect  to  the  Hospital 
above  mentioned  the  League  was  informed  that  many 
of  the  badly  wounded  were  lying  there,  and  that  great 
numbers  also  of  those  with  lesser  injuries  were  pouring 
through,  so  that  shelves  were  practically  depleted  of 
comforts  and  indeed  of  necessary  clothing.  Hot-wab  r 
bottles  (when  these  arrived  the!  I  one  had  been  taken  into 
use),  air  cushions,  shirt-.  ks,  pyjamas,  to  Ipless  case 
shirts,  dressing  gowns,  bed  ja<  kets,  with  many  smaller 
comforts  were  at  once  despatched  and  further  bales  are  in 
preparation.     Much  has  also  been  done  by  the  League  for 
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the  French  and  Belgian  soldiers,  and  valuable  cases  have 
lately  been  despatched  to  the  Serbians  in  their  present  great 
necessity. 


A  party  of  ladies  since  the  beginning  of  the  war  have  been 
solely  engaged  in  packing,  sorting  and  despatching  the 
immense  quantities  of  clothes  and  comforts  sent  from  many 
parts  of  the  world  and  by  a  number  of  working  parties  in 
different  parts  of  England.  Amongst  the  ladies  who  have 
generously  given  help  in  the  packing  rooms  are  Mrs.  and 
Miss  Caroe,  Mrs.  Harold  Lucas,  Mrs.  Lewis,  Mrs.  Manson, 
Miss  Gore,  Mrs.  Alington  and  Miss  Hunt. 


Especially  the  League  wishes  again  to  acknowledge  the 
generous  gifts  which  continue  to  come  from  the  Order  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  British  Empire  in  the  United  States. 
Collected  by  British  women  in  all  parts  of  America,  the 
consignments  are  packed  and  despatched  to  the  League  by 
the  admirable  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  George  Quirk, 
of  New  York.  Lhe  League  wishes  to  record  the  deepest 
appreciation  of  Mrs.  Quirk's  work  and  great  organising 
ability  in  supplying  such  really  lavish  help  for  the  Allied 
Armies  and  those  in  distress  by  reason  of  the  War.

A  Patriotic  Visitor  at  Headquarters.

\\,i^  an  Englishman  by  birth,  an  old  soldier,  who  after 
leaving  the  army  had  settled  in  Canada,  and  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  01 1  upied  a  comfortable  and  well-paid  berth.

Having  made  arrangements  for  his  wife's 
future  security  he  gave  up  his  good  income,  enlisted  at  the 
nearest  depot,  and  was  quickly  despatched  to  England  for 
service  at  the  front.  His  experience  as  a  former  sergeant 
and  his  work  as  a  master  farrier  make  his  services  invaluable, 
and  his  line  example  of  patriotism  must  influence  all  those 
with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.

The  War  Spirit  Of  Germany.  By  George  M.  Wing,  Professor  of 
History  in  the  University  of  Toronto.  (6d.  net.) 
Professor  Wing  points  out  the  difference  between  Germany  of 
to-day  and  Germany  in  the  time  of  Bismarck,  who  always  opposed 
an  expansion  policy.  He  believes  that  much  of  the  military  spirit 
based  upon  the  Might-is-Right  principle  is  due  to  the  loss  of  religion 
and  the  substitution  of  the  modern  theory  of  the  State  as  sacred  and 
all-dominating.  The  pamphlet  is  written  in  vigorous  style,  and 
shows  the  author  to  be  a  wise  and  hopeful  Imperialist  who  thinks 
good  may  result  from  this  war. 


Through  German  Eyes.     By  E.  A.  Sonnenschein.     (2d.  net.) 

The  author  discusses  the  war  from  the  standpoint  of  the  German, 
without  malice  and  without  prejudice.  He  quotes  the  views  of 
some  of  the  leading  Germans  of  to-day,  and  shows  that  they  are 
based  on  a  misconception  of  both  English  history  and  English 
character.  

The  Southern  Slavs.     By  Nevill  Forbes.     (4d.  net.) 

This  interesting  account  of  the  Serbians  by  the  Reader  in  Russian 
in  the  University  of  Oxford  will  help  to  make  English  readers  familiar 
with  a  brave  and  dauntless  nation  hitherto  little  more  than  a  name 
to  most  people  in  the  British  Isles. 

German  Philosophy  and  the  War.     By  J.  H.  Muirhead.     (2d.net.) 

The  modern  Germans  have  abjured  the  lofty  teachings  of  Kant 
and  his  followers  Fichte  and  Hegel  in  favour  of  the  egoistic,  pseudo- 
scientific  philosophy  of  Max  Stirner,  Treitschke  and  Haeckel.  The 
present  terrible  war  is  but  the  natural  corollary  of  a  gospel  of  force 
based  on  the  negation  of  religion  which  has  been  preached  in  Germany 
for  the  last  thirty  years  or  more. 

The  War  and  the  Cotton  Trade.    By  S.  J.  Chapman.     (2d.net.) 

It  is  surprising  to  find  that  the  war  up  to  the  present  has  had  but 
little  economic  effect  on  England's  industry,  and  that  unemployment 
aud  distress  are  little  above  the  normal.  Professor  Chapman  deals 
in  detail  with  the  cotton  industry  of  the  British  Isles — "  the  most 
stupendous  in  the  world."       

Outline  of  Prussian  History  to  1871        By  Ernest  P.  Row,  B.Sc. 

(Econ).     (2d.  net.) 
A  clear  straightforward  account  of  the  chief  facts  connected  with 
the  development  of  Prussia,  rather  more  elementary  in  style  than 
most  of  the  pamphlets  belonging  to  this  series. 


The  War  through  Danish  Eyes.     By  A  Dane.     (2d.  net.) 

The  situation  of  Denmark,  dismembered  within  the  memory  of 
man  by  Austria  and  Germany,  is  so  critical  that  the  author  has 
rightly  impressed  upon  his  readers  the  necessity  for  strict  neutrality. 
He  devoutly  hopes  that  the  Allies  will  be  successful,  and  so  secure 
the  independence  of  Denmark,  undoubtedly  threatened  should  the 
issue  be  otherwise.  

Is  the  British  Empire  the  Result  of  Wholesale  Robbery?     By  H.  E. 

Egerton,  Beit  Professor  of  Colonial  History.  (2d.  net.) 
This  is  one  of  the  most  informative  of  the  Oxford  pamphlets  which, 
during  the  last  six  months,  have  educated  a  very  large  number  of  the 
general  public  in  the  history  of  the  British  Empire  and  in  many 
problems  connected  with  Great  Britain's  foreign  and  colonial  policy. 
Professor  Egerton  answers  his  own  question  with  a  decided  negative, 
and  shows  that,  although  there  are  certain  blots  on  our  Colonial 
record,  the  English  people  have  rarely  shown  themselves  oppressors 
of  the  races  they  have  conquered,  and  that  a  large  portion  of  the 
Empire  has  been  acquired  without  bloodshed  or  force. 


Contraband  and  the  War.     By  H.  Reason  Pyke,  LL.B.     (2d.  net.) 

The  complicated  question  of  the  relation  of  neutrals  and  belli- 
gerents to  contraband  articles,  which  has  been  so  much  before  the 
public  since  last  August,  is  here  dealt  with  in  an  able  and  simple 
fashion.  

Britain's  War  by  Land.     By  John  Buchan.     (2d.  net.) 

It  is  impossible  to  read  this  brief  account  of  the  courage  and 
discipline  shown  by  our  troops  during  the  terrible  retreat  from  Mons 
and  afterwards  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ypres  without  a  feeling  of 
pride  in  belonging  to  an  Empire  that  produces  such  magnificent 
material.  Mr.  Buchan  sets  out  to  show  that  Britain  has  done  her 
share  in  providing  troops,  and  that  these  troops  have  given  a  good 
account  of  themselves. 


The  Stand  of  Liege.     By  A.  Neville  Hilditch.     (4d.  net.) 

This  detailed  account  of  the  gallant  stand  at  Liege  during  the 
terrible  days  of  August  4th  to  6th  and  loth  to  18th  will  be  found 
useful  to  those  who  wish  to  follow  closely  the  course  of  this  war. 
"  The  strategic  value  of  the  defence  was  hardly  greater  than  its  moral 
effect."  

Coronel  and  the  Falkland  Islands.  By  A.  Neville  Hilditch.  (2d.  net.) 
Seldom  has  a  more  adventurous  story  been  told  than  that  recorded 
within  the  pages  of  this  pamphlet.  Mr.  Hilditch  pays  generous 
tribute  to  the  magnificent  qualities  of  both  friend  and  foe.  The 
victory  of  Vice-Admiral  Von  Spee  off  the  Chili  Coast  and  of  Admiral 
Sturdee  off  the  Falkland  Islands  adds  lustre  to  the  world's  glorious 
naval  records.  

The  Battle  of  Ypres-Armentieres.     By  H.  W.  C.  Davis.     (6d.  net.) 

This  detailed  and  accurate  record  of  the  stirring  events  during  the 
period  October  3rd  to  November  12th  will  be  found  useful  to  all  who 
desire  a  clear  idea  of  the  war  in  its  earlier  stages.
